To amend article 103 of the rutes and arti- 
eles of War, imposing limitation of two years 
from date of enlistment against prosecutions 
for desertion. 

To promote effi: iency of the navy, making 
drunkenness or incapacity arising from mis- 
conduct, and not contracted in the line of 
duty, sufficient reason to prevent an oflicer of 
the navy being placed on the retired list, and 
allowing him upon discharge by the president 
one year’s pay. 

The pension arrears resolution came up as 
unfinished business but was laid aside tempo- 
rarily. 

Mr.. Dawes, by special assignment, then ad- 
dressed the senate in favor of civil service re- 
form, his remarks being made upon the refer- 
ence of the bill providing for entrance into 
and promotions in the civil service of the 
government, by competitive examination, 
which was taken up to enable him to be 
heard upon it.

AN IMMENSE PURCHASE. 


Texas Dlaposes of a Slice Larger Than the State of 
Connecticut, 

Cnicaco, February 13.—An immense tract 
of land set aside by the state of Texas to pay 
for the erection of a new state house, has been 
transferred by the state during the past two 
days to Abner Taylor, Hon. C, Bb. Farwell and 
John VY. Farwell, of Chicago, and A. C. Bab- 
cock, of Canton, Illinois, who will furnish the 
necessiry funds for erecting the buildings. 
This domain is larger than the state of Con- 
necticut, and five times larger than Rhode Is- 
land. It is in the northwest corner of the 
state, and the survey extends 197 miles with 
an average width of 27 miles. Two railways 
are already projected through this section of 
the state. The transfer of these lands is pro- 
hbably the largest sale ever made to private in- 
dividuals and the purchasers are the largest 
land owners in the world,

THE DEAD SOTELDO. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE 
TERRIBLE TRAGEDY.

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The Finding of the Coroner’s Jury Throws the Kill- 
ing on the Victim’s Brother—The Fatal Bullet 
—The Career of the Dead Man—Some In- 
teresting Incidents of the Affrey. 


W asuinuTton, February 13.—At the coroner’s 
inquest to-day, a verdict was rendered that the 
late A. M. Soteldo come to his death from a 
pistol shot wound in the neck by a bullet 
from the pistol held in the hand of his brota- 
er, A. C. Soteldo, at the office of the National 
Republican on the night of February ninth. 

THE FATAL BULLET. 

The -bullett which killed Sotelde weighed 
eighty-seven grains. The bullet that wounded 
Barton weighed within half a grain, and cer- 
tainly came from the same pistol. It is 
regarded certain that A. C. Soteldo shot his 
brother when firing at Barton. 

INCIDENTS OF THE AFFRAY.

SOTELDO'S CAREER, 

Antonio Maria Soteldo, Jr., 1s about thirty- 
two years of age. He was born in Venezuela, 
where his father for many years held a promi- 
nent place in the affairs of state, being at one 
time minister of finance. When Soteldo was 
an infant his fatuer, who had been expatriated, 
owing to a political revolution, brought him 
to this country. He was educated ata Catho- 
lic college in New York, and began his jour- 
nalistic experience when quite a voung lad, 
on the New York Suh. He subsequently 
edited a weekly paper called the Free Lance. 
During intervals in his journalistic work, he 
engaged in managing a coal mine, in which, 
it is said, his father was largely interested, in 
Pennsylvania He came to Washington in 
[876 and became managing cditor of the Na- 
tional Republican, then owned by Mr. W. J. 
Murtagh. He held his connection with this 
paper until it changed owners in_ 1877. 
After that he entered ‘‘Newspaper 
tow,’ having been correspondent 
here at different timesot the Baltimore Amer- 
ican, the San Francisco Chronicle, the In- 
dianapolis Journal and the Baltimore Times, 
during the sH®rt existence of that paper. He 
has been, itis said, quite lively asa specula- 
tor. In person he was ta‘, finely formed and 
dark—a veritable Spaniard. His address was 
polished and easy. He was noted equally for 
his zenerosity, which often amounted torash- 
ness, and his vindictive temperament, which 
generally brewed trouble wherever he was 
situated, Ile Was appointed clerk to the sen- 
ate committee on railroads at the beginning 
of the present session of congress when the 
senate committees were organized.

RAILROAD NEWVS. 


The Cape Fear and Yadkin Read—The Erlanger 
Move. 

The purchaser of the Cape Fear and Yad- 
kin Valley is the New York and Southern 
Railroad and Telegraph Construction compa- 
ny of New Jersey. They are to constructa 
road from Wilmington to Covington, oppo- 
site Cincinnati, with sundry branches. A 
partof the plan isto construct a railroad 
from Fiorence, §. C., through Fayetteville to 
Goldsboro. The company is to pay $155,000, 
which includes the floating debt. The first 
part of the road to be built is from Raemont, 
in South Carolina, near the line, to Fayette- 
ville, by way of Shoe Heel. This isto be 


| done within one year. The road from Greens- 


boro to Mt. Airy is to be completed within 
two vears. Within three years the entire 
route from Wilmington to Ore Knob. in Ashe 
county, must be completed. If the company 
does not compiete its contract within three 
years then it forfeits all interest in the pro- 
posed roads and also the $155,000 paid, and is 
then relieved of all further claim for dam- 
Upes. 

The annual election of directors of the Ma- 
rietta and Cincinnati road is to take place in 
Cincinnati to-morrow. 

From the best information that can be 
gleaned it seems that an alliance is to be 
formed by the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific route with that of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, thus making a through route from 
the east to the south. We have learned of the 
alliance of the Erlanger interest with the Bal- 
timore and Ohio in the recent reorganization 
of the New Jersey Central, wherein Mr. Fred 
Woltlfe and John Scott were made members 
of the directory. It is now said that both 
Messrs. Wolffe and Scott are to be made di- 
rectors in the Marietta and Cincinnati, which 
election, as above stated, will take place on 
Wednesday. 

This maf be done, yet it is not given as au- 
thentic, but only as a rumor. 

There is, however, a strong talk of forming 
an alliance with cither the Baltimore and 
Ohio or the Pennsylvania Central. In the 
opinion of a number of the stockholders it 
would be far more preferable to join with the 
latter company, arguing the superiority of 
that line over the other. Lhe main objec- 
tion, however, is that the Baltimore and Ohio 
road has not got aroad of theirown to New 
York, while the other has an independent 
line under their own control. 

It is claimed that an alliance can for this 
reason be formed much better, and be of 
more value, than with the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Another reason, coupled, however, 
with the fact of the Pennsylvania’s through 
line is that the contract of both the Erlanger 
and Pennsylvania routes with the Pullman 
car company will soon expire, and after 
which each road will operate their own sleep- 
ers, and thereby run them through without 
change from New York to New Orleans. It 
is Cluimned that the Pennsylvania road is de- 
sirous of breaking the alliance with the 
Louisville and Nashville road for various rea- 
sons. The contract of the latter road with 
the Pullman company does not expire for 
sume yeurs yet. Consequently if the alliance 
is broken, the Pennsylvania people can begin 
the operation of their own sleepers about the 
same time it will be done by the Erlangers 
as both contracts expire about the same 
time 


An Aged Woman's Sad Death. 

SING SING, February 13.—An old woman named 
Margaret Farmer, a widow living with her son-in- 
law, George Dunn, of Peekskill, some time during 
the storm on Thursday night arose from her bed, 
and, in her night clothes, with only a shawl 
thrown about her shoulders, wandered away from 
the house. She reached the Hudson river railroad, 
and while, it is supposed, she was crossing the 
drawbridge some distance above the depot, she 
was struck by the locomotive of a passing truin and 
instantly killed. Her body was found about day- 
light by the bridge tender.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


EVIDENCES OF A BITTER POLITICAL 
CONTEST IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


The Comments of the Press on the Proposed New 
Rules The Government Insists on the Cloture 
Clause— Hin‘s of Caucus Rule—Austris 
and ‘he Sclavs—Spanish Pilgrimage. 


Lonpon, February 13.—The Observer says it 
understands that yesterday the cabinet 
council decided that while- on questions pe- 
culiarly affecting the business of the house of 
commons all amendments to the proposed 
rules of procedure may be fully conceded the 
government will be unable to retire from the 
position they have deliberately assumed, 
or aceept any amendment _ seriously 
hampering the operation of the cloture clause. 
The Observer comments on the above as. fol- 
lows: ‘‘We entertain the greatest doubts, not 
only in regard to the general expediency of 
the government’s chief proposal, but also in 
regard to the reveption which it is likely to 
meet with from the liberals. The persistence 
of the government seem#to promise the most 
untoward result§ for both the liberal party 
and the country.” 

The London correspondent of the Manches- 
ter Guardian says he understands that gen- 
eral inquiry by the government shows that 
there will be a majority in favor of the first of 
the proposed new rules of parliamentary pro 
cedure. It is supposed that Gladstone will ap- 
peal to the house of commons to permit the 
discussion of the rules to continue from day 


to day. 

The Daily News says in a leader, which is 
probably inspired, that if the rules are re- 
jected the proper course of the government is 
clear. It should devote as many sessions of 
the present parliament as may be necessary 
to the county franchise, the redistricting of 
the seats and the corrupt practices bill. 
When these Bifve been passed, it should ap- 
peal to the enlarged and reformed constitu- 
ences on the question of other substantial re- 
forms, to which a revision of proceedure is an 
essential preliminary. 

The Daily News also states that the cloture 
rule is the very essence of the goyernment’s 
proposal, and should it be rejected the other 
rules will not be submitted to the house. The 
News, however, has no apprehension of such 
aresult. The liberal seceders will probably be 
numbered only by the unit. They will be 
persons who nominally joined the liberal party 
in order to better serve its Opponents. But 
these questionable allies and the aid of the 
[rish enemy will not secure a victory for the 
united forces of obstruction. It should be 
well understood by the constituencies thatall 
the members who vote against the cloture 
clause are practically voting against the 
various reforms wirch the niinistry is 
anxious to pass. The liberal seceeders are 
expected toinclude Mr. Norwood, Sir Edward 
Watkin, Messrs. Cowen, Stoney, Mariott and 
Walter. 

The Times says: ‘‘The cloture, beyond all 
dispute, is the question of the hour. It has 
been acclaimed in mauy cases with a ludi- 
crous misconstruction of its meaning by the 
organs of the machine, which was brought to 
perfection two years ago, and of which the 
national federation of liberal associations at 
Birmingham is the main spring, but it has 
arrayed against it ,the unexpected unanimity 
of iudependent criticism. In regard to the 
evils of the proposal, the Times points out 
that Mr. Brand, the speaker of the house, 
will probably retire atthe beginning of the 
next session, and as Mr. Gladstone will soon 
complete his 50th year of parliamentary ser- 
vice, his retirement from the active conduct 
of the affairs of the lower house cannot be 
long delayed. The disappearance of these 
men would throw the power more than 
ever into the hands of the 
machine. The cloture, whenever 
it suited the purposes of the government 
of the day, would be clamored for by the 
hundred organs inspired by the local cau- 
cuses, whose wires would be worked from 
Westminister and Birmingham. 

After a somewhat dragging discussion in the 
house of commons the debate on the ad:ress 
was again adjourned. 

As a result of the cabinet council held Satur- 
day, England and France have sent a collee- 
tive note to the powers explaining their atti- 
tude on the Egyptian question.

After 
the secession of the southern states, and pending 
the many troublesome _ political questions

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DEMOCRATIC PROSPECTS

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With all sition and 
experience, however, Mr. Kinsella admits 
that the present situation of parties is such as 
to stand in the way of any reasonable forecast. 
He thinks, for one thing, that the democratic 
party issomewhat disturbed by the appear- 
ance of a strong tariff clement in the south, 
and the development of this element ob- 
structs the view of every presidential candi- 
date. Without pausing here to describe or 
explain this element, it may be well to assure 
Mr. Kinsella that it is no more likely to dis- 
turb the harmony of the democratic party 
than the large free trade element in the re- 
publican party has disturbed that organiza- 
tion. The tariff is not an issue on which 
either party can afford to divide, for the in- 
terests which it affects directly and indirect- 
ly are too vast to be put in peril by mere par- 
tisanship. 

Mr. Kinsella thinks there is no question 
more important or more pressing or present- 
ing @ more popular issue for the democracy 
than that of banking. He says the national 
banks are a source of apprehension to every 
class of people if they could be made to see 
it, but he thinks the chief difticulty here lies 
in the fact that there are not ten men in con- 
gress who understand the currency question 
and can develop it from the bottom; but Mr. 
Kinsella regards itas the question of ques- 
tions. It affects, he says, the price of the 
necessaries of life. He states that issue 
of currency by two thousand banks is a 
species of inflation which puts up the price 
of bread and meat so that men who live on 
their wages are paying thirty per cent more 
at the present moment for food, clothes and 
rent, than they paid two years ago. The 
price of everything has gone up except the 
price of labor, which remains stationary; a 
state of things that leaves us, even in the 
most prosperous times, upon the verge of a 
panic—though Mr. Kinsella thinks there is 
less excuse for a financial panic in the United 
States than in any country on the globe. He 
thus continues his indictment: 

I think the measures advocated by Mr. Buckner, 
of Missouri, ought tocommend themselves partic- 
ularly to the democratic party. We ought to issue 
treasury notes instead of these greenbacks or na 
tional bank notes. Those treasury notes ought to 
be bottomed on coin deposited in the treasury de- 
partment. Ido not mean silver coin, for I am op- 
posed to silver except as a medium of the smaller 
exchanges. Silver should not be the basisof the 
treasury notes. The greenback is nota treasnry 
note, forit may not be redeemable in gold, and it 
has not been at different times in the past. But, if 
we had $300,000,000 in the treasury, it would be 
ample to secure the circulation of more than twice 
this amount, and these treasury notes would then 
represent something real,as muchas yourcheck rep- 
resents the money you have deposited in your 
bank, There would be danger with 
$500,000,000 in the treasury any panic 
or stringenty calling it out. The wation- 
al banks are bottomed on the govern- 
mentand bonds upon which the banks are draw- 
ing interest, while they are using this sovereign 
power of a circulation. What business has this 
governmentto be delegating its power to make 
money to two thousand corporate institutions, all, 
more or less, controlled by business speculators? 
The bank of England, which is authorized to issue 
the limited amount of notes of circulation, has two 
distinct d“partments, that of banking and that of 
issue, My proposition is to take the issue depart- 
ment into the treasury itself, and then let anybody 
who wants to go into the business of banking. 
Originally the power was granted by the states to 
the government tomake money, or, in terms, emit 
bills of credit. No state has ever undertaken to do 
it, though the supreme court decided after many 
years that a state could autborize a corporation to 
do what it could not do itself, namely, to issue bills 
of credit. That is the foundation of the old 
system of the siate banks. The national govern- 
ment also made a creature of its own called the 
United States bank, which survived a good many 
years. lt was not until the war that the present 
system of nominating bankers all over the country 
and giving them the right to issue came into vogue, 
and hence we now have two thousand petty tyrants 
compelling us to aid their interests, and now they 
wind up their business and go out of existence, and 
cease to be banks of issue, and so tyrannize over 
the people, and the bankers stalk in unbidden. 
What question could be more important to the bulk 
of the people than this? These national bank di- 
rectors and presidents make a considerable portion 
of congress. The elections themselves are a part of 
their spoils speculations. We do not propose to re- 
turn to any weaker system of the currency, but to 
adopt the more substantial one of having the trea- 
sury issue the universal currency of the country. 

Mr. Kinsella beats about the bush consid- 
erably, and talks rather vaguely and loosely; 
but somewhere between his nose ag d his no- 
tions, he has certainly got on the track of a 
question that can be formulated into a very 
imposing issue. There is’a class in this coun- 
try, and it is a class which furnishes the funds 
for the republican campaigners, which makes 
the most of its profits out of the distresses of 
the people. This class is never happier, 
never more enterprising, and never more 
prosperous than in a period of panic. A 
shrinkage of values puts millions in its ca- 
pacious pockets, and it is always working to 
produce a panic. When the people are pros- 
perous—when the producers are getting fair 
prices, and when the laborers of the 
country are  recefving fair wages— 
then the panic-workers protest against what 
they call “inflation.’’ General prosperity is 
an indication of this “inflation,” and they 
bend ail their energies to bring about what 
they call ‘‘contraction.”’ Now, when the laws 
of trade are about to produce a natural con- 
traction of the currency—perceivable in the 
exportation of gold—the panic-workers are 
anxious to wipe out not only the government 
issues of legal tenders, but the silver certifi- 
cates. All these symptoms go to show that 
the democratic party will have at least one 
living issue upon which to go to the country 
—provided the democratic party is wise 
enough to accept it.

He Takes Umbrage at Some of the Remarks of Ex- 
Governor Smith, .nd Brings up some Reminis- 
eCnees of the Administration of i872— 

A Sharp Political Document, Bcc. 


Near CantTersvitite, Ga., Febuary loth, 18°2— 
Editors Constitution: Since Governor Smith has 
thought proper to go into print to denounce Geor- 
gia independents, making some unfounded asser- 
tions as well as some remarkable admissious, he 
deserves a little notice. Ashe singled me out for 
special attack, I will give you my opinion of the as- 
sault, andat the same time review his oflicial record 
ina few notable instances. 

When I last heard of him, he was auite an inde- 
pendent. Some influence has inspired a change— 
no doubt some very substantial reason, which will 
bring forth substantial fruitin dueseason. Inven- 
tilating his opinions, he has relieved the independ- 
ents of the apprehension that he might becomea 
very heavy load for them to carry. It is remarka- 
ble with what unanimity these old moss-back 
office holders take alarm when they see any move- 
ment that might possibly remand them to private 
life. 

Iam only a plain citizen—do not drawa dollar 
from either state or federal government, yet I am 
notallowed to expressan opinion upon state af- 
fairs, or point out what seems to me to bea better 
way. withouta storm of abuse from certain men 
whoare growing fatou official spoils. For two 
months the state has resounded with clash and tur- 
moil, growing outof theiranxiety to retain their 
oflices aud the pay. Now, we have a ‘‘masked batte- 
ry’’ rolicd oat from the rajlroad cominission. The 
people of Georgia may well despair if some reform 
cannot be had. She has a lot of official dead beats 
to support, Who having been warmed and ied from 
her bounty, are ready tosting any man or party 
that proposes to curb their greed or show them 
their duty. Personal abuse of inyself does not 
count witb meso long as the opposition keeps with- 
in an authorized limit, or with anybody connected 
with me. There is an independence aud a freedom 
in honest character that laughs all such vilupers- 
tion toscern. Lay on McDulf! 

My politics has not made me 
stumpe’ the state to denounce the men who gave 
me office. Governor Smith traveled the state two 
yeaisago tu hold up Governor Colquitt to public 
ridicule as a living example of corruption and 
official failure. He had receiveda yood-paying 
office from Governor Colquitt, and vet he never 
relaxed his grip on the money while he made this 
itinerating tour. Governor Colquiti thought he had 
bought him off, and Smith took the reward and 
failed to deliver the goods. Mr. Norwood would 
have swept upper Georgia if James M. smith had 
been kept athome. No man’s oppostiion ever did 
a candidate so much good as did smith’s for Col- 
quitt. 

Governor Smith had the appointing of fifteen 
hundred men to office during an executive terin of 
four years.

democracy did not give him a decent vote for the 
United States senate, asa retiring governor. The 
administration so outgrew itself that the people 
had to call a constitutional convention to control 
the waste of public money and to throw restrictions 
around the executive. When the ex-governor rises 
on tip-toe to denounce “eoulition,’’ or any other 
species of political trickery—the argument is ex- 
hausted. As Gencral Toombs would say “it fa 
tigues the indignation.’’ He holds otlice now by 
appointment, not by election. 

I know of no ‘‘coal:tion’’ except an honest up-

In my opinion, that ‘‘coalition’’ is uot dis- 
solved at the present writing. ‘!n the canvas of 
1878, Mr. Bryant was a valuable co-worker, and did 
allthat was expected of him. He toid Colonel D. 
8. Printup, of Rome, that he intended to organize 
the r itinane in the interest of Judge Lester, and 
he induced a very clever gentieman to run the race 
through, with a result of only two votes. He deliv- 
ered the goods according to contract, and the *‘coa- 
lition’’ was lively and active. Fortunately for the 
state, Mr. bryant was not so well respected in the 
republican party as he was in the democratic par- 
ty. Hence these tears! 

Governor Bullock confessed that he was ‘‘on the 
make,’’ and he was forced to fiy irom the state, but 
a democratic judiciary, appvinted, we believe, by 
ex-Governor Smith, gave hima triumphaut ac- 
quittal. It was whispered thatit would not do to 
convict, because two roiten democrats were ex- 
posed to view every time you uncovered one cor!

) GBNERAL M'RAE DIES IN aAuU- 


GUSTA, 


A a ¥Ended—How the News was Received 
in A@anta—Draping of the Trains and Depots 
of the Western end Atlantic Railroad— 

Resolutions Passed, Etc., Etc.. Etc. 


General William MacRae died suddenly at 
9:40 o’clock Saturday night at the Globe hotel 
in Augusta, of congestion of the lungs. 

It will be remembered that «.energ: Mac- 
tae has not enjoyed good heasth for some 
time, and it Wag mytyg io his ill health that 
he recently sent in his resignation 4s superin- 
tendent of the Western and Atlantic rail- 


road. 

On Tuesday night last General MacRae left 
the city for Wilmington, North Carolina, 
where he intended going for the purpose of 
looking after some business interests. He 
reached Augusta Wednesday morning and 
did not appear to be sick, but Saturday night 
he wasa corpse. The fullest account of the 
death of General MacRae, which has yet 
reached the city, is the following from the 
Augusta Chronicle of Sunday: 

“Cast night at 9:40 General Wm. MacRae 
breathed his last at the Globe hotel, in this 
city. Last Wednesday, 8th instant, he ar- 
rived in Augusta from Atlanta, and register 
ing ‘‘Wim. MacRae, Nerth Carolina,’’ was as- 
signed to room. No.6. For the past two or 
three days he has been feeling badly, al- 
though yesterday morning he came down 
stairs and seemed able to get about. Last 
evening, however, he was seized with a chill 
and Dr. R. G. Hitt was summoned to his bed 
side. Kverything possible wes doye for his 
relief, but it was early evident That his 
disease Was most vigorous in its attack and 
alarming in its nature, and at 9:40 Gen 
eral MacRae died from congestion of 
the lungs. His body was soon taken 
charge of by an _ undertaker and _ pre- 
pared for the shroud. He Was alone in the 
city, and his remains will lie in state at the 
Globe until to-morrow, when relatives wii- 
reach the city. Mr. Walter MacRae, of 
Wilmington, North Carolina, brother of the 
deceased, was immediately informed of the 
death of the general, and made all directions 
by telegraph as to the disposition of the body. 
Colonel R. A. Anderson, of Atlanta, superin- 
tendent of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
was also wired of the occurrence. The dead 
man had received every attention and care 


the Globe hotel, who have also taken charge 
of the body.and will turn it over to his brother 
to-morrow.” 

General MacRae’s brother arrived in Au- 
gusta from Wilmington Sunday, and on Sun- 
day night left for Wilmington with the re- 
mains, 

The news was received in Atlanta with as- 
tonishment and regret. General MacRae was 
& most popular man and had endeared him- 
self to many people of Atlanta. As 
amark of respect, the Atlanta depot of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad, the engines 
and passenger cars and the depot at Chatta- 
nooga were heavily draped. More than six 
hundred yards of cloth was used in this work. 

At-a meeting of the officers, agents and 
other employes of the company, held yester 
day at the depot in this city, for the purpose 
of taking some action relative to the deatii o1 
General MacRae, Mr. R. A. Anderson was 
called to the chairand Mr. A. b. Bostick was 
requested to act as secretary. 

A committee of eleyen was appointed to 

draw up resolutions; indicative of the sense 
of the meeting. The committee retired for 
this purpose. 
» During the interim, before their return, 
those present in an informal manner guve 
utterance to many expressions of great sorrow 
over the sad event which had caused their 
assembling. 

The committee having returned, reported 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That it is with profound regret that 
we have heard of the death of our late general 
manager, General William MacRue, whose won- 
derful genius and apparently intuitive knowledge 
aboutalmosteverything pertaining to the practical 
workings of his profession. had stamped him as be- 
ing in every sense the foremost railroad mau in his 
line in the south, if notinthis country. — 

Resolved, That in his intercourse with us as our 
superior officer, his true gentlemanly courtesy, his 
uprightness, his proverbial generosity and the just 
ness of his chracter so impressed themselves upon 
vur minds aud so endeared him tous that we feel 
the sense ofa personal bereavemeut in his death. 

Resolved, That the oltficcs : nd the passenger 
trains of this company be draped with the embleins 
Ol mourning. j 

Resolved, That the secretary of this meeiing be 
requested to have these resolutions published iu 
THE CONSTITUTION and the Post-Appeual of this ‘city, 
and a eopy of the same forwarded to General Mec- 
Ree's brothers in Wilmington, N. C.

The resolutions were unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

General MacRae was raised in Wilmington, 
North Cafolina, and there learned the trade of 
amachinist. His father’s family still lives 
there. He was about forty-six years old and 
had never been married. His early career is 
not known in Atlanta, but when he attained 
his majority and began in earnest the battle 
of life he made himself prominent in every- 
thing which he undertook. We believe that 
it Was in 1870 that he began his career in Geor- 
gli. Atany rate, it was in that year that he 
wus clected general superintendent of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad. Previous to 
that time he was superintendent of the Wil- 
mington and Manchester railroad. He re- 
mained with the Macon and Brunswick rail- 
road unul November, 1873, at which time he 
was: elected superintendent of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad.” The position was held 
by him with credit to himself and satisfac- 
tion to the company. Four years ago he was 
elected general manager, a position which he 
filled with credit uncil the 8th of last Decem- 
ber, when he resigned. 

Since his resignation he has made two trips 
to Florida with a view to locating there and 
expected to go again as soon as he returned 
from Wilmington. 

His death cast a gloom over the entire city.
